INVITES PEACE. 


The Philippine Commission 


Addresses the Natives, 


Shows the Intent of the United 
States To Be the Establish- 
ment of Good Government. 


ADDRESS TO THE NATIVES. 


The Salient Point* of the Philippine 


Commission'* Proclamation. 


New York, March 22- The Journal 


corespondent in the Philippines cables 
today that the address to the natives 
of the Philippines 
drafted 
by 
the 


American commission on behalf of the 
United States, and 
embodying the 


views of the president, has been made 
public, translated in all the native 
dialects. The saliant points are that it 
assures the population of the intention 
of the Americans to develop the powers 
of self-government in the people; ex- 
plains that the government of the 
United States has assumed 
inter- 


national obligations, which it must 
fulfill and which makes it responsible 
to the \vh.ole civilized world for stable 
government in the Philippines and it 
cannot divest itself of these responsi- 
bilities, the people are assured of the 
president's sole wish to establish 
a 


system of government such as will 
render the natives capable 
of ad- 


ministering affairs under American 
control; It invites insurgents to lay 
down their arms and place trust ip the 
government which emancipated them 
from the oppression of Spanish rule. 


A majority of the commission is in- 


clined towards giving the Filipinos a 
sort of tribal or provincial local 
autonomy under a central American 
government to be military until a 
purely civil system

ALIVE AND IMPROVING. 


(Juiouuded Report 01 Jolin Sherman's 


Death. On Deck at Santiago Today. 


Santiago, Marchf22, 10 a. m.—John 


Sherman at this hour continues to im- 
prove. He will be moved from 
the 


cabin to the deck for an hour today. 


General Wood boarded the Paris to- 


day and visited Mr. Sherman. There 
was much sorrow last night at the 
reported news of Mr. Sherman's death. 


Mrs. Wood postponed an elaborate re- 
ception and General Wood already had 
a cable written 
asking 
instructions 


about honors to be paid Mr. Sherman's 
body when the news «came that he 
was not dead. 


Washington, 
March 22.— The pro- 


found impression made at the capital by 
the report of the death of ex-Secretary of 
State Sherman was equalled only by the 
relief that came with denial of the rumor. 


Immediately following the report of the 


veneraible statesman's demise President 
McKinley was inotifled by a sipecial dis- 
patch from the state department there- 
of. The department also notified Mrs. 
Sherman to lake effect. 


The two Ohio senators, Mr. Foraker 


and Mr. Hanna, were absent from the 
city, Mr. ForakerfoeinginNewYorkand 
Mr. Hanna at Jekyl island with the 
president, and indeed very few senators 
cr public men with whom Mr. Sherman 
had been associated were in town. 


A dispatch from the signal ofilce coui- 


flrmed the report oif the death and gained | 
ready credence, as it was known that the 
ex-secretary, who was &, passenger on 
board the American line steamer Paris, 
now making a tour of the West Indies 
with a party of Americans, had been in 
very poor health recently. 


The first report, which came from New 


York, was received at 3 o'clock and was 
circulated in the departments just before 
they closed. The announcement seemed 
to follow naturally the other cablegrams 
of the day stating that the venerable 
statesman's condition had grown worse 
since Monday, and there was a universal 
expression of regret and in many cases 
of personal distress over the news. Cab- 
inet ministers, senators and members of 
the house expressed fleep sorrow, speak- 
ing in terms of admiration and respect 
of the ex-senator's public career and 
dwelling with loving kindness upon his 
personal character. 


The contradiction of the flist report 


did not arrive until 8:30 o'clock. It came 
to the Associated Press In the shape of 
the positive statement from Santiago. 
This dispatch was immediately given as 
wide circulation) in. the city as it was pos- 
sible for it to receive at that hour. Sec- 
retary Hay was placed in possession of a 
copy of the dispatch, as were also Mr. 
Sherman's family. "A most marvelous 
condition of affairs," remarked the sec- 
retary. He then expressed his great re- 
lief that the first news was net con- 
firmed. 


The report of th« death of Mr. Sher- 


man took many persons, friends and 
others to his house on K street. Among 
others who were congregated there were 
the two former private secretaries of 
Senator Sherman, Mr. Babcock and Mr. 
Valle, as well as Miss Kate Willack, a 
niece, and Mrs. Colonel Charla* Hoyt, 
whose husband was a cousin of Senator 
Sherman. They and others present read 
the dispatch stating that the senator 
was still alive with tremulous Joy. 


The reading of the glad message had 


scarcely been concluded by those pres- 
ent when Mrs. McCallum, the adopted 
daughter of Senator and Mrs. Sherman, 
burst into the room, accompanied by the 
daughter of General Miles. They had 
receive(f the news through a telephone 
message while at General Miles' house 
and had hurried over to impart it to the 
rest of the family. 


"It has been a trying day," said Mrs. 


McCallum, "but all is well again." There 
were heartfelt rejoicings on the part ot 
all who had assembled at the house when 
they realized it was true that the invalid 
was better and might yet be restored to 
them. 


Mrs. Sherman was the one person of 


the senator's household who neither suf- 
fered from the first announcement nor 
rejoiced over the second. She wan not 
informed, of either. Mrs. Sherman has 
been quite ill from a paralytic attack for 
several months and had never been in- 
formed even of the senator's serious 111* 
neac for fear of its effect upon her. 


Today's dispatches from Santiago say 


that It is incomprehensible how the re- 
ports of Mr. Sherman's death originated. 
Steamer Paris arrived there last even- 
Ing before dark, and it was reported 
that Mr. Sherman was not only alive, but 
better, resting easily, and expected to re- 
cover. 
He will be transferred, if all 


goes favorably, to the United States 
cruiser Chicago on Thursday.

committee has been published and dia- 
trifeutdk. It ,ia gratifying to find such 
a good showing and certainly not many 
towns can boast of having all they ask 
for in the way of education, and this 
is accounted for by the harmonious 
working of, the town 
officials, ,tbe 


school board, superintendent, principal 
and all connected with it 


The chairman of the school commit- 


tee, A. E. Hall, in his report says that 
the year just closed has been one of 
the most satisfactory and progressive 
In the history of the schools of the 
town. The crowning event of the year 
in our school work has been tbs com- 
pletion and occupation of the new high 
•chool building. Mr. Hall speaks well 
or the way in which the town has 
stood by the school committee and 
made possible their work and also to 
the faithful and untiring work of the 
devoted and skilled teachers who are 
So faithfully performing the most im- 
portant work of the community, and 
ofttimes without recognition on the 
part of the people. In conclusion the 
chairman says that on no single ques- 
tion to which ii; has been their duty to 
give an answer, has there ever been 
discussion and every vote recorded was 
a united vote of the entire board. 


The superintendent, W. G. Mitchell, 


also has a very gratifying report to 
give of the course of the 
public 


schools o? Williamstown for the year 
now ending has been marked, in the 
main, by a good degree of progress and 
prosperity. The efforts of teachers and 
pupils have been applied with increas- 
ing- skill and the results, though the 
goal is not yet fully attained, have 
been so far satisfactory as to give 
high expectations for the future.

BLUE LAWS. 


tern* at the Peculiar X^wetpw»*> That 


Obtained la Old Virginia. 


Those who fancy that strict laws 


were peculiar to New England in colo- 
nial days should read some of the enact* 
inenta of the Virginia assembly. 


"It was euauied," writes Professor 


Jobn Fiske in "Old Virginia and tier 
Neighbors," that any person fonnd 
druuk was for the first offense to be pri- 
vately reproved by the minister; the 
Bfeoond time this raproof was to be pub- 
licly administered; the third time the 
offender must be put in irons for 13 
hours and pay a fine; for any subsequent 
offenses he must be severely punished at 
the discretion of the governor and coun- 
cil. 


"To guard the community against ex- 


cessive vanity in dress it was enacted 
thai; for all publio contributions every 
unmarried man must be assessed in 
church 'according to his own apparel,' 
and every married man must be assess- 
ed 'according to. his own and his wife's 
apparel,' 


"Not merely extravagance in dress, 


but such social misdemeanors as flirting, 
received due legislative condemnation. 
I'retty maids were known to encourage 
hopes in more than one suitor, and gay 
deceivers of the sterner sex would some- 
times seek to win the affections of two 
or more women at the same time. 
Wherefore it was enacted that 'every 
minister should give notice in his 
church that what man or woman soever 
sb'onia use any word or speech tending 
to a contract of marriage to two several 
persons at one time as might entangle or 
breed scruples in their consciences, 
should for such their offense, either un- 
dergo corporal Correction (by whipping) 
or be punished by fine or otherwise, ao- 
cording to the quality of the person so 
offending." 


Men wera held to more strict account- 


ability for the spoken or written word 
than in these shameless modern days. 
C>ne of the most prominent settlers we 
find presenting a petition to the assem- 
bly to grant him due satisfaction against 
a neighbor who has addressed to him a 
letter "wherein he taxeth him both un- 
seemly and amiss of certain things 
wherein he was never faulty." Speak- 
ing against the governor or any member 
of the council was liable to be punished 
with the pillory. It was also imprudent 
to speak too freely about clergymen, 
who were held in great reverence. No 
planter could dispose of so much as a 
pound of tobacco until be had laid aside 
a certain specified quantity as his assess- 
ment toward the minister's salary, 
which was thus assured even in the 
worst times, so far as legislation could 
go-

by the fantai's troops. His escape was 
impossible, so he came to me and told 
me to get away to the imperial troops 
at once, as thefantai had promised him 
•nd bis followers their lives if they de- 
livered me np safely. I started away 
immediately, Yu Mantze accompanying 
me. We bad not gone .many Ii before 
we were overtaken by about 200 of 
Yn's men, who wished to kill me and 
would have done so but for the earnest 
exhortations of Yu. He explained how 
the fautai had promised them their 
lives and liberty if they delivered me 
up, how that if they killed me they 
wonld be destroyed and finally how the 
country would be invader! by a foreign 
army and tht;y would be exterminated. 
Yti'a counsel prevailed, and the 300 
would ba murderers turned themselves 
into nay bodyguard and escorted me to 
the outposts of the imperial troops. 


"Yn's men a month ago numbered 


8,000, but he has only about 2,000 now, 
tha fantai having struck fear into their 
beartg. Three hundred were killed in 
the big light a short while ago. I was 
treated kindly during the whole of my 
captivity 
Any man Yu heard reviling 


me he knocked down. Yti was quite 
afraid to kill me, although I invited 
him to do so. He carried me around 
from city to city and mado me witness 
the mnrder of many Christians. One 
old man, who waa 65 years old, was 
murdered before my eyes. Yu is backed 
np by the local officials and the gentry, 
the latter helping him considerably with 
money, the former by shutting their 
eyes."

HOW OUR SOLDIERS FIGHT. 


J Description of the La»t Battle at ftla- 
| 
nila by Eyewltnesse*. 


Among the late arrivals at Hongkong 


from Manila is James Crocker, an Eng- 
lishman, who was outside the town 
when the last fighting began and had a 
narrow escape from being made prison- 
er by the insurgents. He says: 


"It waa wonderful the way the Amer- 


ican soldiers got ready for action on the 
night of the first big battle. Companies 
ran through the streets to the front in 
perfect order. There was no noise— noth- 
ing bnt business. Agninaldo is said to 
have sent a messenger to Admiral Dew- 
oy calling on him to make Otis stop fir- 
ing. He claimed that the whole fight 
was a mistake and that he was not re- 
sponsible for it. The steamer Esmeral- 
da, which reached Hongkong from Ma- 
nila Feb. 11, ^brought many eyewit- 
nesses of the last battle at Manila. An 
Englishman, Hugh Brown, says: 


"The attack was premeditated by the 


insurgents. I was at a circus the day of 
the fight. The circus, usually crowded 
with natives, did not contain any na- 
tives that night. During the circus a 
soldier poked his head in at the entrance 
and shouted- 'To quarters, boys, the 
rebels are npon us1' In 60 seconds there 
was not a soldier in the tent. The 
Americans behaved nobly I was stand- 
ing with a lot of American soldiers 
where the bullets were falling around 
us like hail. We could not imagine 
where they were coming from. Sudden- 
ly an American shell struck a tree 200 
yards away, and fotir natives dropped to 
the ground. The trees were found to be 
full of natives using smokeless powderC "

others at the recent Windsor hotel fire 
in New York the following is one of the 
most daring- This ia the experience of 
Edward Ford, fireman, of extension 
truck No. 20, Mercer street, who was 
the last fireman to leave the hotel, 
bringing down the last person rescued 
alive. 


Ford told his story the other day to a 


reporter at his station, though it was 
only after repeated urging that ho 
would give the detaiii of the heroic 
part he played. 


Ford, who is 35 years old, has been a 


member of the fire department for 13 
years. He is considered one of the ablest 
and most cool headed men in the service. 
Up to five months ago he had been con- 
tinuously at the fire headquarters on 
East Sixty-seventh btreet, with the ex- 
pert corps that gives instruction to the 
newer men in wall scaling and expert 
life saving drills. His knowledge of his 
duties stood him in good stead at the 
fire. 


"I left here in the afternoon," he 


said, "at about 8:80 on the elevated to 
go homo for sapper, and at Forty-sec- 
ond street saw the smoke of the fire. 
When we got to Forty-sixth street, I 
looked east and saw that it was the 
Windsor hotel. I got off at Fiftieth 
street and ran as hard as I could in 
that direction. When I got there, the 
hotel was seemingly ready to fall and 
smoke was pouring out of almost every 
window. 


"I pushed iny way through the crow*! 


and was helping a hose company lay a 
line when two women cried out that 
th^re was an old woman in a room on 
the sistb story on the Fifth avenue 
side, near Forty-seventh street. I look- 
ed there, but could not see any one, 
and some one said that the firemen had 
just let down two women, and that the 
others had jumped. I saw the man up 
there, but he was in the room to the 
north of where the woman was said to 
be, and he could not tell whether there 
was any one in the next room or not. 


"Somehow, though there wag noth- 


ing to prove my belief, I felt that 
there was some one there and started 
to go up. There was a scaling ladder 
from the second floor up to the room 
where the fireman was, and so I took a 
85 foot ladder and placed it inside the 
hotel railing aiid started up. It seemed 
but a second until I reached the top and 
found Fireman Bill Clark there. The 
room was half full of smoke, and I 
could hear tho fire crackling and roar- 
ing against the door as it raced along 
the hall. Thinking to get into the nest 
loom by means of the hall, I threw my- 
self against t3»e hall door and forced it 
open. A storm of flame and smoke 
belched into the room, almost suffocat- 
ing me. I tried to force the door close, 
but the strength of my attack had bro- 
ken the hinges and it fell into the 
flames. Seeing that it waa impossible 
to get by the hall, I tried the window. 


"Standing on the stone lintel of the 


window beneath, I grasped the wood- 
work with my left hand and reached 
for the next window, but cpuid not 
make it. Putting my feet firmly on the 
lintel on which I was 6tandinD, I jump- 
ed for the other one. I caught the sill 
firmly and, drawing my body up, look- 
ed in. There, sure enough, on her kneea 
was a woman. I shouted and sprang 
into the room. She turned and, with 
upturned face, grasping my knees, 
cried: 'Save me! For God's sake, save 
me!' She was frightened half todeath. 


"I Seised her and dragged her to the 


window and called for Clark to help. 
The walls alrpady seemed to totter, and 
I knew that we must do what we could 
quickly or not at all. Clutching her 
firmly around the waist with my left 
arm, I climbed out and stood on the 
lintel of the window below, holding 
myself to the building. Clark was al- 
ready out of the window and reaching 
towaid me, but he could not reach us. 
The woman was afraid that I was go- 
ing to let her fall and kept praying and 
shrieking for me to save her, at the 
same time grasping anything she could 
reach and greatly hampering my move- 
ments. At last I shook her free from 
her hold on the window sill and told 
her that if she fell I would go with her. 


"She then became unconscious and 


lernaiiied a dead weight on my arm. In 
the meantime the fire was eating along 
the floor toward the window, and the 
woodwork on which I was holding my- 
aelf to the building was commencing to 
scorch. I shifted my hold and got an- 
other on top of the sill and ducked my 
head and shoulders below the sill and 
out of rango of the flames, which were 
already coming out of the window. 
'Lean over here!' I called to Clark. 'I 
can't hold any more.' He leaned as for 
as he could, holding with his left hand 
and reaching with bis right. I lifted 
the woman toward him with all my re- 
maining strength, and he seized her 
around tho waist. Then, for he io a 
powerful man, he lifted her to the top 
of the ladder, and I jumped back to 
tvhere I had come from. 


"He then took her down Slid brought 


her to tho drug store, still unconscious. 
There one of the bellboys of the hotel 
tokl mo she was a Mrs. Choisholl and 
that her room was No. 430. She was 
.ibont 45 years old and bad gray hair. 
This was the last person taken from the 
building. A few .moments Inter the 
walls fell."—New York Journal

FIRE DISTRICT REPORT. 


The annual report of the fire district 


was issued Tuesday. The receipts from 
water rent show a satisfactory in- 
crease of Jl.173.44 over last year. For 
the first time in several years there ts 
no temporary Joan to be provided for 
and no outstanding liabilities, aside 
from bonds and interest, with a bal- 
ance in the treasury of $3,263.05. This 
amount, together with the revenue 
from water rents, applied to the esti- 
mates for the coming: year will reduce 
the amount to be raised by taxation 
to J7.500 and a corresponding de- 
crease in the tax rate of 50 per cent, 
from the past two years. 


Owing to the frequent rains the past 


year ...ere was an ample supply of 
water. There was no pumping, except 
when the reservoirs 
were cleaned. 


The pump of the Renfrew Mfg. Co. was 
then used for S6 hours. 


An appropriation was made for a 


map of the pipe system. It was voted 
that $500 be taken from the current ex- 
penses of the year. Nothing has as yet 
been done on the matter. The com- 
mittee say they encountered difficulties 
in securing the best method but work 
will be commenced nex:t year. 


In reporting the lighting: of streets it 


is stated that eight new electric lights 
were added last year. There are now 
60 lights in the district, that cost $98 
per year. In addition to these the com- 
mittee arranged with the Wellsbach 
Street Lighting Co. of America for 
what they term an exhibition of their 
system. Seven lights were placed about 
town. That these lights have been a 
good thing no one will deny. If the dis- 
trict wishes to use 50 of them in town 
they may be had for $1,500 per year. 


The reports of the treasurer and col- 


lector are complete'•and well arranged. 


Supt. Waters in his report states that 


there was not as much construction as 
In years past. He deems it wise to pur- 
chase land and sink wells at the Har- 
bor. The dam at the Dry Brook reser- 
voir is undermining and many repairs 
will be necessary the coming season. 
He recommends laying an eight-inch 
pipe, connecting with the 12-inch pipe 
on Center street to the corner of Cran- 
dall, Summer, Orchard and East streets, 
thence down Summer to the eight-inch 
pipe laid last summer. Such an im- 
provement would be favorable to the 
Insurance inspector. 


Chief Jones reports for the fire de- 


partment and compliments its mem- 
bers. He favors the purchase of a 
chemical engine as suggested by the 
National Board of Underwriters of 
New York, but laments the lack of 
space in the fire department building. 
This brings to mind the foolish deal 
made for the town when the land on 
which the building stands was bought 
and the greater inconsistency when the 
building was erected. The chief rec- 
ommends that the above matter be in- 
vestigated by a committee.

They 
quite believed that tbe white men ate 
white men as they themselves eat their 
fellow blacks. A big chief offered Mr. 
McCann the smoked thigh of a native. 
This was considered a gracious act To 
refuse it would be unfriendly. Mr. Mc- 
Cann was in a dilemma. 


But he feigned illness, said he waa 


not eating just then. The chief eventu- 
ally put the matter off good naturedly 
by saying he supposed the white mait 
preferred white man to eat instead of 
black man. '.'The Mpongwes,'' said Mr. 
McCann, "are in ferocious and pugna- 
cious qualities second to no other tribe 
in Africa. Their villages mostly consist 
of a single street from 600 to 1,500 
yards long, on each side of which are 
the houses. In these houses they cook, 
eat and sleep and keep their store of 
provisions, the chief of which is smoked 
game and smoked human flesh, bang 
up to the rafters. 


"Although ferocious and quarrelsome 


to a degree, they are very industrious. 
They show considerable skill in the 
manufacture of pottery, and the designs 
of their cooking pots, water jars, to- 
bacco pipes and palm wine bottles are 
extremely artistic. In ironwork they 
are also skillful workers. Although they 
kill game for food, they much prefer 
human Meat to any other."—London 
Globe.

In the course of a lecture at the Ap- 


prentices' library A. E. Onterbridge, 
Jr., related an interesting incident that 
serves to show how much more careful 
Uncle Sam is in the destruction of old 
dies for coins than he used to be. '' Some 
time ago," said Mr. Onterbridge, "I 
was visiting the office of a friend who is 
a lawyer, when I noticed upon his desk 
a little metal object, covered with three 
or four coats of red paint, which was 
apparently in nse as a paperweight. It 
was a government die for a silver dollar 
of 1809, and for my friend to have it in 
his possession was a penal offense. He 
did not know what it was nntil I told 
him, and he informed me that it had 
been around the office as a paperweight 
as long as he could remember—10 years 
at least. I gave him a «ilvr,r weight in 
its place and informed the authorities 
at Washington of the circumstance, also 
forwarding my friend's affidavit as to 
what he knew about it. 


"At that time, though all dies were 


supposed to be destroyed when discard- 
ed, the system was rather lax, and they 
sometimes found their way into the pos- 
session of junk dealers. I agreed to turn 
over the die upon condition that it 
should not be destroyed, bat kept in the 
numismatic collection at the Philadel- 
phia mint, and that I might borrow it 
at a future time to illustrate a lecture. 
The conditions were agreed to, and I 
have brought tbe die with me tonight 
to show tc yon. I bad to write a very 
formal letter to get it, stating the pur- 
pose for which it w«s to be uaed, and it 
must be retnrned tomorrow mornijjfc."

THB TENDENCY TO CONSOLIDATE, 


Th» 
present 
marked 
tendency 


towards consolidation of manufactur- 
ing Interests is attracting wide and 
•erious attention. It is deplored gen- 
erally and receives the condemnation 
which it is customary to give the 
trusts. Perhaps the movement is not 
ttatty understood. There are at least 
two kinds of trusts, or, putting it 
another way, there are trusts and con- 
solidations. A trust is a mohopolyinthe 
popular conception, 
an 
organization 


formed to prevent hsalthy competition 
and to fix prices. A consolidation need 
not Be so. Whether the present ceh- 
trilizlng of the control of industries re- 
arii'ta for good or results for evil- de- 
pends entirely upon the causes in- 
fluencing the centralization. 
M in- 


dividual producers of a certain kind of 
jjroduct have pursued the competitive 
line unefl they are reduced to the bone 
and *re about a common level, evil 
need not follow a union of these pro- 
aucers tor the purpose of cutting down 
the expense of each maintaining par- 
ticular departments, such as expensive 
gelling departments, where a depart- 
ment *n common would serve the pur- 
pose' Just as well. Such a consolidation 
Involves no inflation of values, nor 
watered steck on which the public 
must meet the dividends by paying an 
increased price for the product On the 
contrary, it should tend to a reduction 
of capitalization and a reduction of 
price while the wage scale was main- 
tained or made higher. The trust of the 
promoters is the evil one. It is gen- 
erally made from concerns who are 
conducting paying competitive busi- 
nesses and have no real cauge for 
pooling interests. To gain the consent 
of such concerns they are capitalized in 
the combine at excessive figures and 
•when monopoly of the output is se- 
cured up goes the selling price to create 
large dividends. It is against such con- 
cerns that legislation has been directed 
with doubtful 
results.

Broderick, parliamentary secretary foV

Yamen (Chinese foreign office) and de- 
clared the suggestion that Great Brit- 
ain should instead "go straight to other 
powers," absolutely untenable in the 
present condition of affairs. After as- 
serting 
that 
Rear Admiral Lord 


Charles Beresford, in his public de- 
clarations respecting the best course 
to pursue, did not represent the views 
of the government, Mr, Broderick 
said: "We ought to be most careful 
lest we step into the position of having 
insisted on concessions, or, having un- 
dertaken the "reorganization of the 
Cfiihese army and navy, that we do not 
by these successive steps undertake 
the responsibility for the whole gov- 
ernment of China." This is a little 
cold water on the Beresford plan as 
the admiral set it forth in this coun- 
try. It also indicates that Great Bri- 
tain will be cautious about backing 
Italy's demand for a port and special 
privileges in a whole province. 
But 


should the United States, Germany and 
Japan agree to poo! interests in the 
fate of China there might not be so 
much fear of undertaking the "re- 
sponsibility of the whole government 
of China." Still England would be the 
gainer if other governments would 
assume this responsibility in sections 
and allow her equal entry with them 
to the territory controlled and policed. 


As we survey the course of this won- 


derful evolution, it begins to become 
manifest that moral evil is simply the 
characteristic of the lower state of 
living as looked at from the higher 
state. Its existence is purely relative, 
yet it is profoundly real, and in a 
process of perpetual spiritual evolu- 
tion its presence in some hideous form 
throughout a long series of upward 
stages is indispensable. Its absence 
would mean stagnation, 
quiescence, 


uhprogressiveness. 
For the moment 


we exercise conscious choice between 
one course of action and another, we 
recognize the difference between bet- 
ter and worse, \ve foreshadow the whole 
grand contrast between good and bad. 
In the process of spiritual evolution, 
therefore, «Vil must needs be present. 
But the nature of evolution also re- 
quires that it should be evan^cent. 
In the higher1 stages that which is 
worse than the best need no longer be 
positively bad. After the nature of 
that which the' upward-striving soul 
abhore has 
been forever impressed 


upon it, amid the Jong vicissitudes of 
its pilgrimage through the dark realms 
of sin and expiation, it is at length 
equipped for its final sojourn "In the 
blest kingdoms meek of joy and love." 
From the general analogies furnished 
in the process of evolution we are en- 
titled to hope that, as it approaches 
ltd goal and man comes nearer to God, 
the fact of evil will lapse into a mere 
memory, in which the shadowed past 
shall serve as a background for the 
realized glory of the present— John 
Piske in the April Atlantic.

GENERAL TAYLOR. 


In the course of his speech, which com- 


bined most agreeably humor and con- 
vincing logic, General Taylor called at- 
tention to the point of view £rom which j 
the recent war was judged. He illus- j 
trated that in th« Civil war the eoMiers 
for the most part had not had what we 
term modern conveniences in home life; 
they had not traveled enough to realize) 
the boundless resources of their country, 
and few of them knew to what ends hu- 
man) skill and ingenuity had combined 
to make life delightful. So when the 
soldier went to war he put up with what- 
ever came. Unless he had been favored 
albovet the average in his civil life he 
found his new experience at least novel, 
and sometimes comforting, because they 
relieved him of what promised to fce 
greater hardships. The soldier willingly 
rode on cattle cars, with their privations, 
because it was an easier method than 
marching on foot. 
General 
Taylor 


quoted some of his own experiences as 
instances in point, and then, continuing, 
referred to the soldier of 189S. He said 
the soldier was accustomed to palatial 
steamers and railroad trains in their 
every-day life; and knowing that they 
were under a government which bad 
boundless wealth, it was not necessary 
to crowd hdm onto a transport, or a rail- 
road train which wae bare of the actual 
necessities. General Taylor said that if 
he had been one of these soldiers, repre- 
senting $90,000,000,000 of wealth, he would 
have resented it. He said that he had 
the greatest respect for the guest of the 
evening, and his closing sentiment was: 
"Here's to General Miles, the soldier who 
has been in more battles than any man 
who has ever wore the American uni- 
form." 


Governor Wolcott received a warm 


greeting:, and he, too, welcomed the dis- 
tinguished guest, as he said, in his of- 
ficial capacity as governor of the com- 
monwealth. He said that Massachu- 
setts was proud of the record of her 
honored son, now returned, and that his 
fleeds had always been closely followed 
with great interest. The governor re- 
ferred to the beef investigation, and said 
that General Miles has the confidence of 
the people. 


Colonel Pope gave a short sketch of 


General Amies' career, in his business as 
well as in his military life. A number of 
anecdotes of the general wer* greatly 
enjoyed. 


In behalf of the Grand Army of the 


Republic, John E. Oilmen, the depart- 
ment commander of this state,' gave 
General Miles a most cordial greeting. 


With these preliminary speeches fin- 


ished, Presideht Little then introduced 
the gueat e€ th* evening, who arose amid 
great cheering and applause. 


General Miles prefaced his reiMarks 


by expressing his great relief that Mr. I 
Sherman was still alive. He said that ' 
he had been greatly depressed since being 
Informed of his death, and that the good 
ttetfs w&s »Uch A reaction that be askod 
the club to Join Mm in a toast w the man 
who had been hia dear friend for so 
many yeara, and who had served nfe 
country so well.

"Grasping avarice, sharp practice, the 


taking- of merciless advantage, forming 
of unscrupulous combinations foi the 
aggrandizement of a few to the injury of 
all others, was something—lightly con- 
sidered today, yet unknown at that time 
and should be forever discountenanced. 


"It was a time when the boy or young 


man could enter the service of the mer- 
chant with absolute confidence that his 
employer was his best friend, and that 
he would take a fatherly interest in 
his welfare. Simplicity of lifp, economy 
of expenditures and a stalling-, un- 
swerving- integrity were of daily prac- 
tice and constant adherence. 
I have 


never ceased to respect the kind ad- 
monitions, the excellent words of coun- 
sel, the commendable example given by 
the head of the house in which I spent 
some years of my early life in the city 
of Boston. "We were advised that in all 
of our relations with men, frank hon- 
esty of purpose, kindness and civility, 
were principles never to be forgotten, 
and they are principles that are bene- 
ficial in every sphere of life. 


"As the political affairs of the nation 


became more serious, and the #reat 
questions finally resulted in ci%'il war, 
we believed it a duty to give our best 
efforts to the service of our country. It 
was my good fortune to be a member 
of that great body of patriots that re- 
sponded to their country's call in 1861, 
and to take an active part from that 
time to the close of the great drama. 


"No one who has not experienced the 


duties and responsibilities of the camp, 
the hardships of the campaign, the tcr- 
tible scenes of the battle, can appreciate, 
much lesa describe them. 
The recollec- 


tions of disaster, misfortune and de- 
feat before an exultant foe, the witness- 
Ing of acts of splendid heroism, fortitude 
and sacrifice, consciousness of success 
fairly won, the glorious exultation of 
victory, the sublime realization of the 
cessation of hostilities, the triumph oi 
a just and righteous cause, produced 
emotions enjoyed only by the soldier 
engaged In the service of our govern- 
ment and in maintaining the honor and 
perpetuity of a country we all love and 
revere. 


"The army of the United States has its 


inspirations from one of the loftiest 
characters in history. In fact the cause 
that kindled the most heroic emotions 
In the breasts of patriots made its first 
positive demonstration in this vicinity, 
and called our fathers from their farms, 
forests and industries to the fields of 
Lexington, Concord and Bunker Hill. 
This is indeed hallowed ground. 


"It was near this spot that John 


Hancock lived, "Warren fell, and where 
Washington first assumed command of 
the colonial army. From that time to 
this Washington's influence, example 
and principles have been the chart, 
compass and beacon light to the Amer- 
ican army for more than a hundred 
years. 


"In our last war with a foreign coun- 


try Massachusetts 
was 
found 
well 


e<mippedr*nd in complete readiness, like 
the minute men of Revolutionary days 
The record of the Second and Ninth 
Massachusetts in Cuba, and of many 
of her soldiers and sailors in the far 
distant Occident, was only equalled by 
the action of their brothers in the Orient. 


"I noticed a very interesting picture 


on the 21st of last July, when the good 
battleship Massachusetts 
turned its 


prow to the east In the waters ot tho 
West Indies. That majestic vessel was 
commanded by a gallant admiral from 
this commonwealth, was followed by a 
cruiser freighted with that splendid regr- 
iraent, the Sixth Massachusetts, which 
In its turn was followed closely by the 
Gloucester and a fleet of transports, 
carrying light and liberty to the west, 
to plant our flag in a country which had 
been occupied for hundreds of years by 
Spanish pott er. 


"We may well expect that it will ever 


be thusj that in every enterprise requir- 
ing skill, fortitude and patriotism, Mas- 
sachusetts will hold a conspicuous place 
In the interest of progress and the wel- 
fare of mankind. 


"As a son of Massachusetts, I believe 


that the same principles of truth, in- 
tegrity, independence and patriotism 
that have prevailed in this grand com- 
mohwc^lth for centuries will continue 
and be perpetuated in every sphere of 
life, be it civil, political or commercial."

APOiNTFORMOLINEUX, 


Srand Jury Minutes Will Be In- 


spected by Permission of Court, 


Counsel Claims That the Evi- 


dence Is Unlawful* 


If Conlehtion Is Sustained He Will Move For 


Quashing of the Indictment, 


New Tork, March 22.—Judge Blanch- 


ard, in general 
sessions 
yesterday, 


granted the application of counsel for 
Roland B. Molineux, accused of having 
poisoned Mrs. Kate J. Adams, for per- 
mission to Inspect the minutes of the 
grand jury that indicted Mohneux. 


Judge Blanchard in his decision says: 


"Among- the reasons pointed out by 
the defendant why this application 
should be granted, it appears that at 
the Inquest the district attorney insisted 
that the testimony given by the defend- 
ant and other witnesses indicated that 
the defendant had committed the alleged 
murder, but it does not appear but that 
the defendant, had he been permitted to 
do so, might have furnished testimony 
in his own behalf which would have 
tended to explain or nullify the tes- 
timony adverse to him. 


"And 
the defendant's counsel, in his 


moving affidavit, makes allegations 
which, in effect, chargre that the indict- 
ment in question was found upon evi- 
dence that is insufficient In law to sus- 
tain it. 
This contention of the defend- 


ant is sustained by abundant authority. 
If the indictment was found without 
sufficient legal evidence to sustain It, it 
Is not an indictment in contemplation 
of law, and cannot stand. 


"We find nothing in the record be- 


fore us upon the application to indicate 
that the learned district attorney has 
not fully performed his duty as public 
prosecutor in a faithful and efficient 
manner, but it has not been shown that 
the inspection by the defendant of the 
minutes o£ the proceedings of the grand 
jury, upon which the indictment against 
him -was found, will in any way be det- 
rimental to the people's case, or to the 
due administration of Justice, or against 
public policy, and after a careful con- 
sideration of the arguments of counsel 
find of tihe facts as presented by the 
mbtion papers, I am of the opinion, that 
In the intei est of the proper admin- 
istration of justice and fairness to the 
defendant, tho motion for the inspec- 
tion of the minutes of the grand jury 
should be granted." 


District Attorney Gardiner said after 


the decision had been rendered that he 
did not think it would affect the case 
at all. He said the indictment was 
found by the jury without a dissenting 
vote. 
Should a motion be made to 


quash the indictment because of the in- 
spection of the grand jury minutes, he 
would then have to decide what action 
to take. 


Mr. Weeks, counsel for Molineux, saiil 


that as soon as he had been given the 
minutes of the grand jury he would 
prepare a motion to be made to Judge 
Blanchard for the quashing of the indict- 
ment, on the ground that It was found on 
unlawful, irrelei ant and incomplete evi- 
dence.

100, bnt all portions MTO the hill were 
covered by at least ten feet. I had 
my eye on the ship alone.

fa the year 1849 the Hon. East India 


company's ship the Star of India set 
•ail from Madras for London, having on 
board over 200 passengers, and among 
them Lord Glenbam, General Swift, 
Lady Artwell and her two daughters, 
and other > men and women of note at 
home and abroad. Aside from her gen- 
eral cargo, the ship earned treasure to 
the amount of $250,000. The bankers at 
Madras figured put that the passengers 
must have had at least $100,000 among 
them, while an Indian potentate, on his 
way to be received ~s z guest of royalty, 
had a strong box of jewelry and gems 
valued at so great a sum that no one 
dared speak it. It was intended that 
the ship should be convoyed as far as 
the cape of Good Hope by a man-of- 
war, as there were plenty of pirate 
craft still afloat, bnt the government 
vessel met with a mishap at sea and 
was detained somewhere, and the Star 
finally decided to sail without her, and 
there was little fear but that she could 
take care of herself. Two days out of 
Madras she was sighted and reported, 
but that v, as the last seen or heard of 
her until the year 1864. 


The loss of the Star made a great sen- 


sation for several reasons, and when t it 
was finally concluded that she had been 
lost various vessels were sent in search 
of her, and every effort was made to as- 
certain her fate. In 1856 a Malay sailor 
who died aboard of an English tea ship 
told her captain that tho Star was at- 
tacked and captured by pirates to the 
Boutb of Ceylon, and that he was one of 
the men engaged in the attack. He said 
there were five native crafts, and that 
they came upon the Star in a calm and 
carried her by boarding. The ship made 
a long and stubborn resistance, but was 
finally captcrcd. and the pirates had 
suffered such heavy loss that in revenge 
they killed everybody to the last child. 
They then looted the ship and scuttled 
her, and the plunder was subsequently 
divided on an island in the China sea. 
Borne people believed this steer and 
come said it was absurd. The funeral 
idea was that the Star foundered at sea 
during a heavy gale. The dying state- 
ment ol the pirate was never fully in- 
vestigated for some reason. So far as 
the investigation went it was proved to 
be & uk& The pirates had long been 
scattered, many were doubtless dead, 
and tho idea of bringing the gang to 
justice was given up as impossible. 


In the year 1863 I was one of the 


crew of the English brig Swiftsure, 
which wai making a survey of the 
iilandi to the northeast of Madagascar. 
At the Obagoi group, as we were pull* 
ing into land one day, with seven men 


W wen w»t in the nrt 


by a current and finally thrown on 
shore in t bit of a cove. A boat pnt off 
from the brig as soon as the disaster- 
was noticed, bnt only two bodies were 
recovered. The three others were pulled 
down by the sharks before the boat got 
to them. Believing this to have been 
the sad fate of all five no search was 
made for the pair of us cast ashore, and 
before we had recovered from our ex- 
haustion and prepared a signal the brig 
had departed for another field. The 
island on which we were cast is one of 
a group of nine, and the easternmost 
one of all. It is likely the same today 
as then, having plenty of fresh water, 
most of it covered with verdure, and 
wild fruits, shrimps and shellfish so 
plentiful that a shipwrecked crew of 20 
men could get aluag there for months. 
Wallace and I were inclined to look 
npon the affair as a lark. We erected a 
hut in the woods, procured fire by rub- 
bing two dry sticks together, and after 
a thorough exploration of our domain, 
•which was not over two miles across in 
any direction, we slept, ate and talked, 
and had a pretty easy time of it. 


We had been on the island abont 


three months, when we awoke one 
morning to find the sea like a sheet of 
glass and the air as still as death. The 
sky was overcast, and yet of a coppery 
tolor, and the birds on tho island ap- 
peared to be in great alarm. Great 
flocks of them came in from the sea, 
and all along shore the fish were leap- 
ing out of the water as if it were pol- 
luted. 


After surveying things for awhile 


Wallace gave it as his opinion that we 
were in for a typhoon or an earthquake. 
The sulphury smell in the air inclined 
him to the latter, and as soon as we had 
eaten we started for the center of the 
island. There was a high hill in the 
center, bare of everything bnt a couple 
of trees and a few bushes, and we sought 
it on account of the tidal wave we knew 
would surely follow an earthquake. As 
to a disturbance of the earth, we were 
helpless except to keep clear of the for- 
est. It was midday before anything oc- 
curred. The menacing look of the sky 
and the sea increased, and fish by the 
thousands drove up on the sandy beach 
to their death. Just about noon, when 


We were wondering what it was to be, 
tho whole island suddenly began to heave 
aud tremble. For what seemed a full 
minute it was like riding a choppy sea 
in a small boat, only the sensation was 
strangely bewildering and made the 
bead swim. 


There was more than one shock, bnt 


the first was the moat violent and lasted 
longest. The three or four which suc- 
ceeded were thrills rather than shocks. 
They ran through the island from east 
to west and out to sea, and we heard a 
chorus of what may be called shrieks of 
distress from the birds with each vibra- 
tion. Two or three minutes after the 
fourth or fifth shock Wallace stood np 
and looked out upon the sea to the east 
and shouted to me: 


"Look, look, the tidal wave is com- 


ing in, and there's a big ship on the 
crest of it." 
• 1 sprang np and followed his gaze. 
Ten miles away there was a wall of wa- 
ter, which seemed to lift its white crest 
almost to the sky and to reach north 
and south as far as I conld see. Biding 
on this crest was a great ship, with ber 
three mates standing erect and tome of 
tbo yards across. For the first ton sec- 
onds the wall seemed to stand still, 
Tben.it came rolling OB like a railroad 
train, and almost before I oonld have 
counted 30 it strnck tbe shore of onr 
island and swept acroer, it

and every stateroom had two feet of 
mud on the floor, and I may tell you 
that we worked hard for four weeks be- 
fore we got the hulk cleaned out. 


We made the ship our home for six 


months and were then taken off by a 
whaler, and onr story was the first news 
received of the long lost ship. The Eng 
lish government sent a man-of-war to 
the island to overhaul the hulk, and me- 
mentos of her have long been on eshi 
bitiou in the British museum. Nothing 
could be more queer than the way we 
found her, or, rather, the way she was 
heaved up by the sea to be discovered. 
From soundings made to the east of the 
island in 1867-8 it was estimated thai 
the great ship rose from a depth of ovei 
2,000 feet. Nothing but an earthquake 
conld have lifted her from that depth, 
sorblng but a tidal wave held her np 
and swept her to our feet.

tooiety would undoubtedly exist. Bnt 
Wbat 9 state of intellectual darkness 
would be that of civilized mankind 
without paper and the secret of its man- 
ufacture! For many years tbe rag met 
all demands of the paper industry. The 
increasing diversity of uses to which 
paper and paper pulp have been put in 
the last decade have made it necessary 
for manufacturers to cast about for more 
effective elementary substances. Boots, 
money, boats, gas pipes, impermeable 
catks, toys, bottles, pipes, floors, doors, 
ceilings, architectural ornaments, roof- 
ing, chimneys and even complete fire- 
proof houses are now made of paper. 
Many claim that it will eventually sup- 
plant wood, for it will neither crack 
nor warp. It can bo triturated, put un- 
der great pressure and subjected to cer- 
tain chemical treatment and will thtn 
take a high polish aud will resist the ef- 
fects of fire better than any other niu- 
terial known. Paper is gradually sup- 
planting metal in certain linns. 
Loco- 


motive wheels have bsen made of it for 
several years, and even rails for rail- 
roads. The next progressive step will be 
to use it fcr the manufacture cf oul- 
nanco, which is not by any means a re- 
mote possibility. Paper has largely tak- 
en the place of linen. We have paper 
collars aud cuffs and blankets. 
An in- 


genious inventor has devised paper 
shirt bosoms, which can be torn off like 
the pages from a calendar, thus enabling 
the wearer to have a clean shirt front 
as often as he desires. It is only a mat- 
ter of time before cloths, dressing gowns 
and entire auits of clothes will be made 
from paper. The soldiers of the Japanese 
army wore paper trousers and jerseys 
during their famous winter campaign. 


Wood pulp is the most effective sub- 


stitute for rags in the manufacture of 
paper. Nearly ev<»ry species of wood can 
be used. Some kinds yield more than 
others. More pulp can be got from wil- 
low and chestnut than from walnut 
Different woods give various qualities 
and effects. Aspen will yield a very 
white paper, but defective in solidity, 
and is therefore mixed with fir. Tis's 
latter wood is most generally used. It 
was first imported from the Black forest, 
in Germany. The chief supply is now 
obtained in Norway and Finland, in the 
form of planks or poles, never exceeding 
3 feet 7 or 8 fnch.es. 


For the last half century the world's 


production of paper has increased ten- 
fold. In 1850 it was 221,000 metric 
tons. The latest recent estimate was 
8,000,000 metric tons. The European 
manufacturers are suffering from a glut 
in production. The price of paper has 
fallen one-third, while wages have dou- 
bled. The European plants are not so 
progressive as those in this country. 
They depend too much upon manual la- 
bor. In tbe United States the manufac- 
turers have substituted machinery for 
hand work, and as'a result of the de- 
crease in the number of their employees 
are enabled to pay high' wages. 


Attention has recently been called to 


tbe ntihry of a httle known species of 
paper called tbe boabab, or Anaemia. 
It is made from the wood cf the boabab 
tree, which is a native of west Africa, 
and is known there as the "monkey 
bread tree." It is found iu Abyssinia, 
Senegal and south of Coyo river. It is 
of low growth aud has a very thick | 
trunk. While it raiely attains a height 
of 25 feet, the trunk is usually 20 to 25 
feet in diameter. The branches are pen- 
dulous and bear an edible fruit. The in- 
ner bark of this tree is very fibrous. It 
is used for making superior wrapper pa- 
pers, which have great tenacity. When 
the inner bark is stripped from the tree, 
a fresh growth supplants that taken 
away, and in a couple of years the tree 
is again in normal condition. The bark 
is peeled off but onoe in four years. 


Tfie latest addition to the paper in- 


dustry is a sanitary note paper which 
is claimed to be geonproof. It has long 
been known that letters frequently 
spread infectious diseases by rneaus of 
the germs that contaminate the paper. 
An English firm has produced a paper 
which is impregnated with an antiseptic 
substance which kills all germs that 
may come in rcntr.ct with the paper. If 
this paper proves to be what the proprie- 
tors claim, it is certainly a meritorious 
invention aud will becrme generally 
used by hospitals anddunag the rage of 
future epidemics. 


Chinese and Japanese r.-.pera have 


long been noted for their qt-iJity. It has 
recently been ascertained, however, that 
even finer grades are produced in Korea. 
One eminent authority states that "the 
Korean paper excels the -very best that 
is made in China and Japan." It is 
manufactured, entirely by rcanual labor. 
No machinery whatever is employed. 
For the better grades the bark of the 
Broussonetia papyrifern is used. This is : 
gathered in the spring of the year. It is 
placed in water, mixed with wood ash- 
es and is then beaten until it is reduced 
to a thick pulp, which is dipped out in 
good sized ladles ond spread out iu thin 
sheets upon bamboo frames. A different 
grade of paper is made from fr.ifjuients 
of bark, which are troddeu under foot 
in a manner similar to that employed in 
tbe grape presses in some countries, 
This process of making the pulp is very 
tedious, but it possesses the great merit 
of preserving the fibers intact and not 
breaking them, as is done when ma- 
chinery is used. The pulp is then luota- 
morpbosed into paper, and tbo sheets 
are stacked up iu piles six feet high aud 
cut into pieces. Then the piles cf pappr 
are compressed by the stamping of feet. 
The roots and sends of a plant called 
tackpaul are added to tbe pnlp when a 
grade possessing greater tenacity and 
toughness is desired. —Philadelphia Rec- 
ord.

ceased John J. Halleran will show. 


For over a quarter of a century this 


eccentric old man's place has been the 
haunt .of dealers and private collectors, 
who came—often from long distances— 
to examine .and purchase some of the 
valuable arid rare relics which Mr. Hal- 
leran was so successful in securing. His 
advice was freQueritiy sought by private 
collectors r.egarding.the authenticity of 
articles in th'eir possession. His khowl- 
'edge. of the subject was the more re- 
markable as he was a man who had had 
little opportunity for education in his 
early years arid whose business as sa- 
loon keeper would, it might be thought, 
have, left him' little leisure for the study 
of antiques. Many of the articles werei 
collected by Sir. JIalleran in the course! 
of driving trips which he made for that i 


obtained from colored families, the older 
members of whom, when slaves, had re- 
ceived the things from their masters, 
who then considered them old fashioned 
and useless. 


The Halleran collection now nils not 


only the entire building—a great, old 
fashioned, double house, formerly used 
by the fairiily as a residence—from top 
to bottom, but half a dozen other 
houses. 


A dealer in antiques who had charge 


of preparing the valuable collection for 
sale is authority for the statement that 
the number of pieces, including prints 
and bits of virtu, will be ac least 100,- 
000. 


As a charr.cter Mr. Halleran was one 


of the most curious speciriieris of mod- 
ern times. He would never attend a 
visitor who wished to purchase unless 
he felt in the humor. It is related of 
him that he was once visited by some 
New York people of \vn:ilih vuhr, «'ers 
desirous of purchasing a very valuable 
ring which he had in his possession. 
When the message was brought to him, 
he was serving beer to his customers 
behind the bar in his saloon. At the in- 
terruption ho looked up with a frown on 
his usually rotund, good humored face! 
and answered shortly, "Tell them I am 
selling beer today; they will have to 
come some other time," against which 
edict there was no appeal. One curious; 
trait which indicates the collector's ma- I 
nia better than anything else was \i',a\ 
habit of buying whenever and wherever j 
he could, regardless of the fact that evr j 
ery available empty building- \yas full 
to overflowing and that it became a 
matter of serious import where the 
things were to be put. He had shelves 
put in the stable over the horses' heads, 
and it was nothing unusual to see the 
incongruous combination of an ordina- 
ry, everyday horse calmly munching 
oats surrounded by bins, stalls and 
shelves full .of priceless antiques of ev- 
ery description.

There j 
is a picture of , Edwin Bright, late of

last interview with his mother, and an- 
other of Washington where he gives the 
command, "Put none but Americans on 
guard tonight." A one horse chaise of 
the period of 1776 is another queer look- 
ing contrivance.

The jury in the Hamilton manslaugh-

At that time the judge ruled that 


\i hile the men might be held, still there 
was wisdom in Lawyer Moore's po- 
sition, and discharged the two men. 
While they were still smiling at their 
release they were placed under arrest 
again, this time for- perjury. Their 
trials, after they had pleaded not 
guilty, were set for tomorrow An effort 
was made to have the bail reduced but 
Judge Tucker stated that perjury was 
a much more serious offense than that 
of ordinary adultery or fornication and 
he therefore placed the bail at $800. 


If the commonwealth is able to prove 


its case Morrissey and Curry have only 
jumped from the frying pan into the 
fire. The Lee woman will undoubtedly 
testify that her evidence in the superior 
court was correct and the defense will 
have to introduce evidence to offset it.

FIRE CHIEF TO HOTEL GUESTS, 


Summer Railroad to be Rebuilt. 


There is a prospect that the Ben- 


mngton and Woodford electric railroad, 
which lost every bridge but one and 
was badly washed out at numerous 
places along the line by the freshet of 
last October, will be repaired and 
opened as usual this summer. The road 
which is nine miles long and is operated 
in the summer only, runs from Ben- 
nington to Glastenbury, Vt, among the 
mountains. The road was so seriously 
injured that it had been supposed it 
would be abandoned, though the pro- 
moters claim the property cost $100,000. 


The washouts are so extensive on 


the upper part of the road that it is 
probable no attempt will be made to 
reach the terminus in Glastenbury. 


It is also reported that the Benning- 


ton and Hoosick Valley electric rail- 
noad will extend its tracks from the 


j present terminuu at the corner of Main 
' and Branch streets, Bennington, to the 


Guideboard, so-called, or even to a 
point beyond it. The distance is short.

Especially valuable is the 
direction as to how to slide down a 
rope, instead of going hand underhand. 


Here are the directions: 
The first thing to do upon being 


shown to a room in a, hotel is to make 
a survey of the hallways and the stair- 
ways, and discover just where every 
hall leads, just where every staircase 
is, and what the chances are for escape 
by particular hallways and stairways

Fined for Non-Support, 


William A. Cleghorn, formerly of this 


city and recently of Firchburg, whose 
arrest was reported yesterday, was 
brought to this city on the midnight 
train, and was arraigned in court this 
morning on the charge of non-support. 
He pleaded not guilty, but after hear- 
ing the evidence Judge Phelps found 
him guilty and fined him $20 to be paid 
for the support of his wife and two 
children.

the middle of the winter and engaged 
in the collecting business, leaving his 
wife and children here, since which 
tinip he had contributed little to their 
support. 


m case of fire. If the fire escapes are 
placed at the ends of the halls, learn 
their location, so that you can find 
them in the dark. 


In case a guest is suddenly alarmed 


by a fire in a hotel it behooves him to 
keep his head. See that the door is 
tightly closed; close and fasten the 
fanlight, and then go without delay for 
the outside means of escape. Invari- 
ably take the outside route if there is 
one. 


If there is a rope in the room, and 


a man has a wife or children with him, 
he should first let them to the ground 
by tying the rope around them and 
lowering them carefully, allow the rope 
to slide out over the window sill. After 
the women have been taken care of, go 
down the rope. 


This is a simple matter anfl anybody 


can do it. All that is necesary is to take 
a half turn around the leg, keep the 
legs close together, and allow the pope 
to slide along the ball of the foot. This 
acts as a brake, and the weakest man 
can come from any height without dif- 
ficulty. Never try to corns down hand 
under hand. 


In case it becomes necessary to try 


the halls, stoop low to keep out of the 
smoke and heat; don't get excited, and 
invariably keep to the inside of a 
stairway. 


If the flames are so advanced that 


escape by the halls and stairways is 
impossible; if there is no rope in the 
noom, or if circumstances forbid the 
use of the rope, get outside the win- 
dow, 
close it and wait for the firemen. 


If possible, get your feet to the coping 
of the window below and hang to your 
own window sill with your hands. 


Do not look down, for you are apt 


to get dizzy and fall. Above all things 
keep cool. Rescue will be effected al- 
most invariably if these instructions 
are carried out. 


In New York city firemen are on 


hand almost as soon us the alarm is 
sounded, and if the door of a roorn is 
closed, the fanlight is closed afid the 
window is closed, it will take an un- 
commonly swift fire to beat the fire 
laddies to ,the person outside on the 
window ledge.
